OZAWA ONSEN, Japan — Skiing has been tzken up by the 
Japanese with the kind of enthusiasm they used τὸ reserve for 


exporting video recorders.

EW YORK — The Bush 

ple want the United Nations 
to approve the use of force against 
Iraq. “Use of force” — that means 
the same thing as “make war.” ἢ 
~ If war gets made, of course, it 
will be done by American forces 
because, without them, there isn’t 
enough military out there to do it. 
This raises the question, Why 
would the Bush people ask the 
United Nations Security Council 
for authority τὸ make war before 
they ask the U. 5. Congress? 

‘The ἘΠ ΠῚ Who com about 
Congress? For past 40 years 
presidents have made a habit of go- 
ing to war without asking Congress, 
never mind the Constitution, which 
says declaring war is up to Congress. 

Presidents now say, sure, the 
Constitution gives Con the 
right to declare war, but it doesa’t 
forbid presidents to make war, so 
Tong as they don't declare it. As a 
result, the declared war has become 
obsolete. Its successor is the unde- 
clared war.
